PROCEEDINGS CONNECTED THEREWITH. 


WHEREAS, at the annual meeting of the members of the Me- 
chanics’ Institute, of the City of San Francisco, held inthe rooms of 
the Association, 27 Post street, on the fourth day of March, one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine, a resolution was passed 
unanimously, instructing the Board of Directors of the Mechanics’ 
Institute to take the necessary steps to re-incorporate the Society, 
under and pursuant to an Act of the Legislature of the State of 
California, entitled, ‘An Act to provide for the formation of Cham- 
bers of Commerce, Boards of Trade, Mechanics’ Institutes, and 
other kindred protective associations,” approved March 31st, 1866; and 
in accordance with that resolution of instruction and the said statute, 
the said Board of Directors, on the 27th day of July, 1869, passed 
a resolution directing the President to call a special meeting of the 
members of the Mechanics’ Institute, for the purpose of authorizing 
the re-incorporation of said Mechanics’ Institute, and a notice for the 
meeting of the members was published in the Datly Evening Bul- 
letin, a newspaper of general circulation of the City and County of 
San Francisco, for the space of ten days preceding the day of meet- 
ing, and of which the following is a copy: |

The designs and objects of this Association are to cultivate a 
social feeling of friendship, and the mutual improvement of its mem- 
bers ; the dissemination of information and useful knowledge by the 
establishment of a library of circulation and reference, a Museum 
and Reading Room, the formation of classes and delivery of lectures 
for tuition, the collection of a Cabinet, scientific apparatus, works of 
art, the purchase of property and erection of buildings for the re- 
quirements of the Institute, and for any scientific, mechanical and 
literary purpose. | 

ARTICLE IV.—TZerm of Existence. 

The term of existence of this Association shall be fifty years 

from and after the filing of this certificate. 
ARTICLE V.—TZrustees. 

A. S. Hallidie, Joseph R. Wilcox, Henry L. Davis, John H. 
Gilmore, George Pardy, David R. Coleman, Willlam C. Pease, 
Henry C. Macy,W.W. Hanscom, H. P. Herrick, John Hancock, Jacob 
Browning, I. M. Scott, and Joseph Britton shall be the first Board of 
Trustees, and shall serve for the term of six months. 

~ ARTICLE VI.—Profperty. 

No shares of stock, nor any individual right in the property of 
this Association, shall exist or be acquired during the existence of 
the Association, but the property belonging to, and in the name of 
the Mechanics’ Institute, shall be held in trust by the Trustees for 
this Association, and never be diverted from the purposes and inten- 
tion for which it is organized. 

ARTICLE VII.—Administration. 

Sec. 1. The affairs of the Association shall be administrated 
by a Board of fourteen Trustees, who shall be residents of the City 
and ‘County of San Francisco, seven of whom shall be elected an- 
nually by the members, on the /ast Tuesday in February, to serve 


two years. (a.)

SEC. 2, As soon as possible after the annual meeting, the 
Board of Trustees shall organize by electing by ballot from their 
number, a President, Vice-President, Treasurer, Recording Secre- 
tary, and Corresponding Secretary.

SEC. 3. The Association shall havea seal, the device being a 
circular legend, consisting of the words, ‘Mechanics’ Institute, San 
Francisco, 1855, California,” (letters and figures being reversed,) in- 
closing a design consisting of a shield bearing a bee-hive, above 
which is a plumb line and leveler, crossed, surmounted by compass, 
square, and rule intertwined ; at left of shield is an anvil with ham- 
mer resting against it ; at the right an anchor projects its flukes from 
behind shield ; at each side above shield, is a cornucopia turned 
down ; above the shield is a pair of scales in true balance, the bowls 


of the scales supporting ends of scroll bearing motto, ‘Be Just and. 


Fear Not;” in the middle above scroll, is a bent arm holding hammer 
in hand, the forearm crossing beam of scales. 


SEc. 4. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 


Board. In case of his absence or inability from any cause, the Vice- 
President, or in absence of both, the Board of Trustees shall 


_ elect one of their number President Avo ¢em., who for the time being 


shall exercise the full powers of the President. 


SEC. 5. The Board of Trustees shall fill all vacancies which 
may occur in its own body, subject to the approval of the Institute at 
its next meeting, and are authorized to create and appoint such offi- 
cers or agents as they may think proper for the management of the 
Association, and the Board may adopt By-Laws and regulations for 
the management of the affairs of the Association—change, alter or 
repeal the same—provided such By-Laws and regulations are not in-

Sec. 6. The Board of Trustees are authorized to receive and 
hold in trust for the Association, such bequests, donations, and en- 
dowments as may be proper for the furtherance of the objects of its

SEc. 6. The Corresponding Secretary shall be the organ of 
the Institute in its conference with other societies and the public. 
He shall make a record of all letters written by him in a book kept 
for such purpose. All letters or other communications addressed to 
or intended for the Institute, he shall cause to have filed in a suit- 
able place in the library room. 

Sec. 7. The Recording Secretary shall affix his name to all 
the advertisements and notices emanating from the Board of Trustees 
of the Institute. He shall attend all meetings, and in the absence 
of the President and Vice-President, shall call the same to order, and 
shall truly and at large record the proceedings of the Institute, to- 
gether with the proceedings of the Board of ‘Trustees, in books kept

Sec. 8. The ‘Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds of 


the Institute (except the property and funds invested in the name of ; 


the Board of Trustees), subject to the order of a majority of the 
Board of Trustees, signed by the President and Recording Secretary. 
He shall make a monthly report, exhibiting in detail his receipts and 
disbursements,and the balance in the treasury, and if invested, how. 
And for the better security of the trust confided to him, he shall give 
to the Board of Trustees a bond in thesum of three thousand dollars, 
with two sureties, to be approved of by the Board of Trustees, who 
shall have power to increase the bond as they may deem proper. 
He shall keep a regular account of the financial affairs of the Insti- 
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tute, an abstract of which, accompanied by satisfactory vouchers, he 
shall exhibit at each annual meeting, At the expiration of his term 
of office, or on resigning, or disqualification, he shall hand over 
to his successor, all books, vouchers, moneys and papers of the In-
